little sum for yourself by tipping off, 
your Uncle Sam. 


Uncle Sam, being on his toes to 


stop smuggling, is always ready to 
pay liberally for information of that 
kind. 


The. Cublonis t,er\ ice paid out »2oO.- 


000 last year to informers who tipped 
off its officers about people who 
were trying to smuggle things into 
the country, and one man made $24.- 
000 simply by passing the word along 
that somebody was taking some jew- 
els to America and m.ght try to 
smuggle them in. 


YOU GET A PERCENTAGE 


Under'tho 1922 tariff act, anyone 


except a federal officer who provides 
original information leading to a 
smuggling seizure or recovery of du- 
ties and penalties is entit'e.l tf» 25 
per cent of the net proceeds, pay- 
ments being limited to $50.000. 


This provision is very valuable 


to the Customs service in its busi- 
ness. Attention has been called to 
the practice by revelation that $75,- 
COO awaits the woman who is sup-

itart ta that the' excessive heat of 
he past two or three weeks and the 
drouth turned leaves 'yellow.and 
tastened the ripening of the cars. 
A large proportion of the ears on the 
•orn being cut are glazed, however, 
and quite well filled. If the fields 
are left standing It would mean a 
deterioration of the feed. Some of 
he corn growers are snapping a 
arge part of the ears In their fields 
before cutting the corn and others 
re shocking the corn in .the fields. 
Some are putting the corn in the 
ilos as soon as It Is cut and others 
are leaving it on the ground several 
days.after cutting to weather and 
dry. Aa cornstalks if left on the 
ground lose their green .color and 
>art very quickly with a large part 
f their feed value, it is a better 
>lan to hustle the corn in the silo 
o soon as it Is cut. As no stronger 
ced ever .comes out of a silo than 
s put into it, it is a .better .plan 
lot to rob silage by the removal of 
he best ears. If corn is needed for 
meal and hog,feed, it is better to 
raise and extra field for husking and 
o make the.silage as good feed as 
ossible. 
While jthere are a large 


number of first class cornfields 
his vicinity there are enough light 
fields to make the average about 5 
per'cent .of a'normal crop. 


Due to the drouth and dry weath- 


er, the cabbage fields.of Outagamle 
county are.being badly damaged by 
cabbage worms.

Good, Mr. Walter F. Brown and Mr. 
Arthur M. Hyde became respective- 
ly secretary of war, postmaster gen- 
eral and secretary of agriculture.

can gather, these three gents have 
been performing most commendably. 
At least, they have all put In much 
hard work and study and have given 
no indication that they aren't anx- 
ious to distinguish themselves in the 
public service.
